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A Model Prayer Or The Elements Of Right Praying 


‘And in process of time it came to 
pass, that Cain brought of the fruits of 
the ground an offering unto the Lord. 
And Abel, he also brought of the first- 
lings of his flock and of the fat there- 
of. And the Lord had respect unto Abel 
and to his offering. But unto Cain and 
to his offering he had not respect. And 
Cain was very wroth, and his counte- 
nance fell,” Gen. 4:3-5. 


HERE are certain elements or prin- 

ciples that constitute true prayer or 
acceptable worship of God. The case of 
Abel’s worship as here recorded, embodies 
all those elements. 

1. Abel worshipped God according to 
a custom that God Himself had already 
established among men. The salvation of 
the Lord in its every aspect is a revela- 
tion from heaven and man_ has __ never 
worshipped God acceptably in any other 
than God’s prescribed way. Man in his 
natural state is so far fallen away from 
God, and in such spiritual darkness, that 
if left to himself he would have no hope, 
world without end. But God communi- 
cated with Adam, as also with Abraham, 
Moses and others, revealing a way where- 
by men might worship Him acceptably. 
And later He sent His Son and the Holy 
Ghost in His fullness, revealing more 
fully the way to God and perfect wor- 
ship. Abel came to God in that way 
which was divinely appointed for fallen, 
sinful man, as all true worshippers in all 
time have come and continue to come, 
and the Lord accepted him. 

2. It was to the Lord Himself that 
Abel came. True prayer and _ worship 
deal with God and are therefore a sacred 
and holy performance. How much heart- 
searching, confession, humility of spirit 
and sincere reverence are necessary in or- 
der to properly approach the almighty 
God, the great Creator and Preserver of 
the universe. Abel comprehended _ this 
fully and his worship was of that high 
order that God could accept. To ap- 
proach God in prayerful worship is still 
as sacred and holy a matter as it has ever 
been. 

3. In bringing a lamb to God, Abel 
confesses his sinfulness and acknowledges 
his need of a mediator in approaching 
God. That lamb represented the only ac- 
ceptable and perfect propitiation for sin. 
Jesus is called ‘‘the lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world.” Abel’s lamb 
was a type of Jesus, through whom he 
obtained deliverance from sin and ac- 
ceptance with God. Jesus is said to be 
“the propitiation for our sins: and not 
for ours only, but for the sins of the 
whole world.” So “there is no other 
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name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved.” Acts 4:12. 
By the sacrifice of Himself on the cross, 
Jesus became “the way” to God, and 
paved the way for access to God in 
prayer for all men. 

4. Abel came in faith. It was the faith 
connected with his sacrifice that counted. 
It was the proper sacrifice and the proper 
order in which that sacrifice was brought 
that made a foundation or basis for the 
operation of his faith. Faith means the 
acceptance of God’s Word as true, act- 
ing upon it, and obeying it as such. This 
Abel did and was accepted. Prayer avails 
in seeking what God has promised, but 
only as the requirements or condition of 
those promises are met. Cain had no just 
claims to God’s blessings and was re- 
jected, because he did not bring the re- 
quired offering, did not come according 
to God’s requirements, therefore, did not 
come “in faith.” “Without faith it is im- 
possible to please God” or to receive His 
righteousness. A rejection of God’s Word 
destroys the ground or foundation of 
faith, for on nothing else can faith stand. 
God’s Word is “the Word of faith,” and 
putting it aside or refusing to practice 
it is fatal to faith. 

5. With Abel prayer and the worship 
of God was a personal matter, a dealing 
between God and himself. He came to 
God of his own choice. And so with all 
men, no matter what teaching, warning, 
or persuasion one may have, it is for him 
to pray and deal with God for himself 
alone, in repenting, being saved and liv- 
ing a life of devotion to God. It is true 
that parents, loved ones, friends, and 
Christian workers may pray, entreat, and 
persuade, but the best they can do is to 
prevail upon the lost one that he may 
make for himself the choice, and yield 
his heart to the Lord and call upon God 
in the necessary order of his acceptance 
with his God. God deals with men in an 
individual way. He says, “Choose ye 
whom ye will serve,” and so, too, the 
full development of the Christian’s char- 
acter and life in Christ, is not by acci- 
dent, but is gained by a specially chosen, 
personal touch with the Lord, which 
comes in the spirit and exercises of 
prayer, with faith and obedience to His 
blessed Word. 

6. Abel’s prayer indicates his desire for 
the will of God to be done in his life. 
Recognizing the fact that the will of the 
all-wise Creator is supreme in all things, 
Abel desired above every plan of his own, 
that God’s will should be performed in 
his life. Submission to the divine will is 
always uppermost in the true worship of 
Jehovah. Any other spirit would be con- 


trary to the nature and purpose of 
prayer and would thwart its main ob- 
ject. The great need of the redemption of 
sinners lies in the fact that they are far 
away from God and out of harmony with 
His will, and can only find their true 
happiness by getting back to Him and 
in possession of the life which is accord- 
ing to His divine purpose. God wills that 
all may come unto Him and have life, 
that life which is in His Son. Prayer in 
harmony with the will and purpose of 
God is always proper, and is in line to 
receive an answer from Him who is “the 
giver of every good and perfect gift.”

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Prophecy, Tongues, and Knowledge, Appointed For The

TONGUES SHALL CEASE 

HE word ‘cease’ that appears in the 

third clause of the text comes from 
the Greek word ‘pau-o, pow-o’, a prim. 
verb, No, 3973 in the Greek Dictionary, 
which means as it is defined, ‘pause’, to 
stop (trans. or intrans.), restrain, quit, 
desist, come to an end, cease, refrain. 

Clarke’s comments relative to the 
above clause: “The miraculous gift of 
different languages, that also shall cease 
as being unnecessary.”” We quote further 
from Clarke concerning the three out- 
standing points of the subject being con- 
sidered: “Prophecy, tongues, and know!- 
edge, are ALL appointed for the good of 
the church for the time; afterward these 
temporary phenomena shall fall away, 
even the Christian learning shall do so, 
for then comes in the perfect knowledge 
(verse 12), and that as the common 
heritage of all, whereby the deep knowl- 
edge of gifts individuals, which is still 
but imperfect, will necessarily cease to 
exist.—Meyer.” 

Those who hold the idea that tongues 
have ceased, seem to overlook that proph- 
ecy and knowledge are to cease as weil. 
And from a scriptural standpoint, those 
who hold this idea, before they can es- 
tablish their theory, will first have to 
prove that prophecy and knowledge have 
ceased, which I am afraid they can not 
do at this time, because they know we 
have outstanding evidence of present-day 
prophecy and knowledge. And just as 
these two are evident, just as much so do 
we contend that tongues are in vogue, or 
fashion. 

Those who contend that the gifts were 
only for the church when they had the 
unspoken word, and that when the world 
received what they call the perfect law of 
liberty these gifts were done away, are 
misapplying scripture. 

When Paul said, “When that which is 
perfect is come, that which is in part 
shall be done away,” he had reference to 
the time when we shall reach the state 
of eternal blessedness. The appearance of 
the perfected conditions of things neces- 
sarily brings with it the abolition of 
what is only partial. 

With the advent of the absolute, the 
imperfect finite ceases to exist, as the 
dawn ceases at the rising of the sun. 

The New Testament does not contain 
all that even Jesus did, because we find 
that John said in St. John 21:25, “And 
there are also many other things which 


Jesus did, the which, if they should be

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written every one, I suppose that even 
the world itself could not contain the 
books that should be written.” 

Also we have problems to confront us 
today that the New Testament does not 
give specific instruction as to the proper 
procedure with. Therefore, we need di- 
vine guidance, we must have knowledge, 
God has provided prophets, and also 
tongues, for this age (the church age). 
There is not one verse of scripture that 
will prove that Paul had reterence to the 
written New Testament when he said, 
“When that which is perfect is come.” 
This argument is based upon nothing but 
the vain imagination of some holiness 
fighter, some one trying to dodge the is- 
sue, trying to justify themselves for not 
having the experience which God has 
provided for the church, and even more, 
has set in the church. 1 Cor. 12:28. And 
nowhere in the Bible can any one prove 
that he has even taken it from the 
church. We are in cur infant state now, 
we are children, and we think as a child, 
we understand as a child. John said in 
his epistle, “Little children these things 
I write unto you,” also, ‘My children 
walk in truth,” etc. The church is ua- 
dergoing the period of growth now, that 
we might reach manhood and woman- 
hood and come to the fullness of the 
stature of Jesus Christ. 

We want to make the proper applica- 
tion of all scripture. Never should we 
dig the Word of God out of its origina! 
setting, and try to make it mean some- 
thing that it does not mean. 

While we are waiting for the prefect 
conditions to arrive, we see through a 
glass darkly, but then (when the perfect 
arrives) face to tace. The glass referred 
to by Paul in this letter was what liter- 
ally signifies a mirror, or reflector, and 
among the ancients mirrors were certain- 
ly made of fine polished metal. The word 
here may signify anything by which the 
image of a person is reflected, as in our 
looking glasses. The word is not used for 
a glass to look through; nor would such 
an image have suited the apostle’s de- 
sign. Our knowledge of divine things is, 
in our present condition, no immediate 
knowledge, but one coming through an 
imperfect medium. 

Do not think of our present condition 
as one looking in one of our mirrors of 
this twentieth century, but think of the 
imperfect reflecting, metal mirrors of the 
ancients, which we render “darkly.” 
“But then face to face.” We know in 
part; but then shall we know even as al- 
so we are known. 


WHY SPEAK WITH TONGUES? 


It does not matter what any one may 
think about this subject, it does not mat- 
ter even if the reader has a dislike for 
speaking in tongues. It is a matter as to 
what God has to say on the subject, and 
as to what is taught in the Bible. The 
Word of God is the standard by which 
every experience and doctrine is tested. 
God’s Word is the traveler’s map, the 
sailor’s compass, and the waybill from 
earth to glory, and the Word of God is 
the source of all authority concerning di- 
vine things. ‘Therefore, what God says is 
the end of all argument. 

First, God set tongues in the Church 
(and not man). 1 Cor. 12:28. 

Second, “He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not unto men but 
unto God: for no man_ understandeth 
him; howbeit in the Spirit he speaketh 
mysteries.” 1 Cor. 14:2. 

Could anyone object to a person talk- 
ing to God in the Spirit? That is one 
method God has selected for an individual 
to commune with his Creator. 

Third, tongues edify the speaker. 1 
Cor. 14:4. Could you not take on a lit- 
tle edification, my friend? 

Fourth, it is a sign to the unbeliever. 
1 Cor. 14:22; Mark 16:17. 

Fifth, Jesus said, “When He (the 
Comforter) is come He (the Comforter) 
will testify of me, and ye also shall bear 
witness,” St. John 15:26. 

Sixth, Paui, under inspiration, gave in- 
struction to not forbid speaking with 
tongues. 1 Cor. 14:39. 

I have not met a preacher but what 
would very readily accept Matt. 19: 14, 
where Jesus said, “Suffer little children, 
and forbid them NOT, to come unto 
me.” YES, FORBID THEM NOT. Now 
let us quote again 1 Cor. 14:29. After 
Paul had undertaken to properly regulate 
conditions at Corinth, with reference to 
having charity to accompany their gifts, 
and to have enough prophets to edify the 
outsider, also the Church, he says, 
“Wherefore, brethren, covet to prophesy, 
and forbid NOT to speak with tongues.” 

Seventh, Paul gave thanks to God be- 
cause he spake with tongues more than 
all of them together. 

I hear some one say, “Well, he was edu- 
cated to speak different languages.” Let 
me reason with you a bit. I admit he was 
educated very highly, but he had no ref- 
erence to his education when he made 
this expression, because he said, “When 
I pray in an unknown tongue, my spirit

The catastrophe and trend 
of the last few days in Europe have 
caused the statesmen of the world to be- 
come most dizzy and frightened. No 
matter what happens over seas, students 
of Bible prophecy may be certain that ev- 
ery change will contribute to the bring- 
ing in of the Antichrist and his plans. 
It seems that all the working power of 
the enemy has taken possession of the 
greedy dictators, kings, and advisors of 
Europe. It is truly a fulfillment of 
prophecy, and I can see nothing more 
than the last happenings just before the 
rapture, then the man of sin will be re- 
vealed, who opposeth and exalteth him- 
self above all that is called good, and 
truly the falling away among the Chris- 
tian denominations and the setting aside 
of the real blessings of God has already 
taken place.

THE RECENT CHANGES IN 
EUROPE 
During recent years several major 


changes have taken place in Europe. For 
instance, Germany formerly owned a rich 
piece of mining territory on the French 
side of the Rhine, called Alsace-Lorraine. 
It had been annexed during the Persian 
war. As a result of the World War Al- 
sace-Lorraine came back to France, thus 
replacing the old Roman boundary in this 
particular direction, 


The eyes of the world have been fo- 
cused for weeks upon another narrow 
strip of land. This time on the German 
side of the Rhine. The territory was de- 
clared ‘“‘demilitarized” by the allies after 
the war. A provision to this effect was 
written into Articles 42 and 43 of the 
Versailles treaty. It was later reaffirmed 
in the Locarno pact. This meant that 
German frontiers, facing France, could 
not be protected; that Germany would be 
helpless in case of an attack from the 
west; that 14,700,000 German citizens 
were forced to remain unarmed. 


Meanwhile, across the river, the most 
powerful fortifications in the world were 
built for a distance of one hundred twen- 
ty-five miles, by the French government, 
at an estimated cost of $150,000,000. It 
has required five years to build these for- 
tresses, consisting of seven stories under- 
ground. They actually remind one of a 
seven-story building many miles in 
length, built in the bowels of the earth 
along the German border. Every conceiv- 
able instrument of warfare is to be found 
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there, ready for instant use, stored in 
bomb-proof vaults. 
Early last month Chancellor Hitler 


suddenly ordered German troops to enter 
this demilitarized zone. This act caused 
the world to gasp. For three days, a 
French attack was expected momentarily. 
The average person reading these reports 
sees in them only the conflict between 
certain powers in Europe, but prophecy 
observers see in the same event a long 
step toward the revival of the Roman 
empire. 

The Rhine was the ancient boundary 
line, France was in old Rome; Germany 
was not. 

The students of prophecy see in this 
the final gathering and establishment of 
the Antichrist armies. This will be the 
mightiest army that ever marched upon 
the earth, moving across the world’s 
greatest battlefield. Demon-crazed  sol- 
diers will be saturated with the venom of 
hatred and inspired by the prince of dark- 
ness. They will have in their minds to «le- 
throne God and annihilate His people. In 
battle array this mighty sea of humanity 
will sweep down through the great plain 
of Esdraelon toward Jerusaleir. Tens of 
thousands of aeroplanes wili speed thru 
the air with a raucous roaring, pouring 
out death on the cities below. Explosions 
of this mighty terror will demolish sky- 
scrapers and level all buildings to the 
ground. Powerful gases will cause the 
flesh of men to drop off their bones and 
the air will be filled with the shrieks of 
dying women and children. 

Powerful death beams are new playing 
upon the foes of this world. Great inven- 
tors of war implements are at work in- 
venting and preparing these deadly wea- 
pons and the world can hardly realize 
what it is all about, but it will culmin- 
ate in the last three years and a half of 
the tribulation week when all nations 
will be gathered at Jerusalem for battle 
and the sealing of the 144,000 Jews in 
Rev. 7:4-8. This will be the most awful 
time the world has ever seen or heard of 
and as the beast pours out his fury and 
becomes so enraged because he cannot 
destroy the two prophets and 144,000, 
then somehow God backs off just a little 
and lets him destroy the two prophets and 
they celebrate this victory by sending 
presents one to another. Just as he feels 
that he has accomplished the final de- 
struction of all Christiandom, heaven 
opens and Jesus comes down on_ the 
clouds of heaven, Rev. 19:11-15; Zech. 
14:1-5. This is a description of the de- 
scending of Jesus and placing His foot on 
the Mount of Olives making the valley 
of Jehosaphat two hundred miles and the 
remains of all the nations will be gath- 
ered there to judgment. This judgment is 
described in Matt. 25:31-45.

We appreciate the faithful service being 
rendered by Brother Eller, the manager of 
the Boys’ Home, also the service of each 
matron there and in the Girls’ Homes. 

If we had sufficient equipment, we 
have worthy applicants enough to raise 
our total number of children to one hun- 
dred. Pray that God will provide the 
means to care for these children.—R. R.

prayeth, but my understanding is un- 
fruitful,” 1 Cor. 14:14. If he had been 
using hjs education, he would have, of 
course, understood what he was saying. 
These experiences are as real as regenera- 
tion, or anv other experience taught in 
the Bible, and if we are not enjoying 
them, we are living beneath our privilege. 
“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, today, 
and forever.” Heb. 13:8. 


CONCLUSION 


I think the scriptures will bear us out, 
that Jesus, nearly two thousand years 
ago, set up a system of religion for the 
church age, and never did He utter a 
ain word. He never said a thing or did 
a thing, just to kill time, fill up space, 


or make up the Bible. But, He suffered 


for us leaving us an example, that we 
should follow in his footsteps, who did 
no sin, neither was guile found in His 
mouth, 

And too, at the close of His ( Jesus’) 
ministry on earth, among the last words 
that He uttered after being with, and 
teaching His disciples tor approximate- 
ly three years, He said, “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, 


And now as they come in touch with 
all nations, or all people scattered here 
and there, what are they commanded to 
teach? Let Jesus answer in the very next 
verse. ‘““Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
YOU: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
EVEN unto the end of the world.” Matt. 
28:19, 20. 

We can very easily see what kind of 
doctrine Jesus wanted taught, and put 
in practice. That kind that He _ had 
taught them, that same kind, in like 
manner, He wanted all nations to be 
taught and receive. 

Then when the one hundred’and twen- 
ty received the Holy Ghost on the day 
of Pentecost (and I want you to notice 
they were all FILLED WITH the Holy 
Ghost, and not filled IN the Holy Ghost 
as some are trying to teach. This would 
not carry the thought), Peter preaches 
on the subject and tells his hearers that 
“The promise (that is, the filling with 
the Holy Ghost) is unto you and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call.” 
Acts 2:38, 39. It appears to me that the 
Bible could not have made it any plainer 
than it is made in this passage of scrip- 
ture. 

Jesus Christ is the 


same yesterday 


, (meaning the past age) today (this age) 
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and forever. The Apostle Peter says, un- 
der inspiration, “Of a truth I perceive 
that God is no respector of persons: but 
in every nation he that feareth him, and 
WORKETH righteousness, is accepted 
with him.” Nowhere do we find a change 
in the plan of salvation experienced and 
practiced by the early church. Give me 
chapter and verse, please. 

I very readily admit that we are be- 
hind in our experience with God. A ter- 
rible epidemic of unbelief has swept the 
country, which hindered even Jesus in 
His ministry, but there have over two 
million, since 1900, received the Holy 
Ghost baptism and spoke with tongues as 
the Spirit gave the utterance, according 
to Acts 2:4. 

I read an article just recently where 
the writer said, ““No one was baptized 
with (or IN) the Holy Ghost after 
Pentecost, except at Cornelius’ house.” 
Well, I do find where Paul laid his hands 
on twelve brethren in Acts 19:6 and the 
Holy Ghost came on them and_ they 
spake with tongues and prophesied. And 
I read in Acts 13:9, “Saul, (who also is 
called Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost.” 
And speaking of Barnabas, he said, “For 
he was a good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost, and of faith.” The Holy Ghost is 
the Comforter promised those who obey 
Him, so if men and women have not re- 
ceived Him, there is a lack of obedience 
somewhere. Others have received Him 
and the promise is unto you.
